BETHEL LAUNDROMAT TO CLOSE 


GAME WARDEN LOSES LIFE 
AS RESULT OF HELICOPTER 
CRASH IN WINTHROP 

Victim Formar Sethel Resident 


Game Warden Richard EB, Var- 
ney of Readfield lost his life by 
crowning early Wednesday morning, 
Sept. 27, 1972, when the Maine Fish 
and Game Department helicopter he 
was operating crashed into Lake 
Maranacook at Winthrop, The vic- 
tim formerly resided in Bethel and 
had been a member of the warden 
Service For 16 years. 

Me. Varney’s bady was recovered 
at about 9:30 a. m, appproximate- 
ly two hours after the crash o¢- 
curred, Cause of the crash is not 
known, but it is thought that Mp. 
Varney was landing at the seaplane 
base en the Jake for cel, The craft 
Was recovered from the lake by an 
Army National Guard helicopter 
from Bangor International Airport 
en Wednesday aiternoon. 

In a sumilar tragedy at the same 
lake in 1955, two game wardens 
fost their Inves og they were trapped 
in a Vght seaplane for 5 minutes 
following a crash into the lake. At 
that time the plane was suspended. 
by its pontoons upside-down in the 
Whiter, 

Mr. Varney was born in Sumner, 
June 2, 1931. the son of Donald C. 
and Ellen Spaulduyg famey. He 
was a 1950 graduate of Gould Acad: 
emy and was a four year veteran 
of the U.S. Air Farce He alse at: 
tended the Spartan School of Acro- 
nauties 

He joined the warden service in 
1956 and for the past 16 yours had 
been a fying warden. He had liv. 
sd in Readfield for the past five 
years and was a member of the Ma. 
cone Ladges of Fort Kent and Cari- 
hou. Mr. Varney was a member of 
the Mreraft Owners’ and Pilots’ Ag:
